Arcata council poised to Microtransit could serve

ARCATA — The City Council 
will process a number of agen- 
da items this week pertaining 
to short-, medium- and long- 
term housing in Arcata, from its 
southernmost area to just out- 
side city limits at the north. 

First, the council may declare 
a “Shelter Crisis” in order to 
gain new funding that can sus- 
tain the Safe Parking program. 
Operated by Arcata House Part- 
nership with American Rescue 
Plan Act (ARPA) funds for Ar- 
cata residents currently living 
out of their cars, the successful 
program is exhausting its ARPA 
funding. 

A staff report states that a 
declaration of a shelter crisis 
allows streamlining of regu- 
lations, and immunizes cities 
from liability. 


Next, the council will con- 
sider $30,000 in funding this 
year’s Extreme Weather Shel- 
ters, conducted by AHP (see 
story, right). 

The council will also ponder 
a $150,000 loan to AHP for 
predevelopment studies to cre- 
ate up to 40 units of affordable 
housing at 3605 Heindon Road. 

The loan includes funds for 
predevelopment studies, plan- 
ning, design, and engineering, 
plus permits to annex and plan 
the development of an afford- 
able housing project. 

The 1.6 acre site can be 
“shovel ready” within about a 
year, says a staff report. The 
property is outside of the city 
limits and will require annex- 
ation by the Local Agency For- 
mation Commission, which 
could take up to a year.

committee (MIESC), 
formed more than a year 
ago by the McKMAC. That 
committee has met regu- 
larly since its formation 
and has closely studied 
the process for turning the 
unincorporated communi- 
ty into a city. 

McKMAC member Kev- 
in Jenkins, who chairs 
the MIESC, said that the 
committee’s goal was to 
neither be a proponent or 
opponent of incorpora- 
tion, but to be neutral and 
gather information. 

“T think we were success- 
ful at that,” Jenkins said. 

There are people in 
McKinleyville, Jenkins 
said, with strong opinions 
for and against incorpo- 
ration. But the more time 
he spent looking at the is- 
sue, the more he realized 
that nobody really knows 
whether cityhood is feasi- 
ble or not until there’s a 
detailed financial analysis. 

The MIESC had initial- 
ly recommended that the 
McKMAC ask the Hum- 
boldt County Board of Su- 
pervisors to create an ad 
hoc committee to pursue 
the feasibility study. The 


McKMAC is an advisory 
committee that was creat- 
ed by the Board of Super- 
visors. 

But Fifth District Su- 
pervisor Steve Madrone, 
who represents McKin- 
leyville, warned the McK- 
MAC that handing over 
responsibility for this task 
to the board could result 
in nothing happening. 

He noted that after an 
incorporation study was 
conducted 24 years ago by 
the McKinleyville Cham- 
ber of Commerce, the 
county failed to do any- 
thing and “it completely 
languished.” 

The MIESC has gener- 
ated more data and more 
momentum in one year 
than the county did in 24 
years, Madrone said. 

The McMAC ultimately 
agreed that it would spear- 
head the formation of the 
committee. 

The McKMAC - also 
agreed that the work of the 
MIESC should continue as 
it gathers more informa- 
tion about incorporation. 

McKMAC member Pat 
Kaspari said the initial fea- 
sibility analysis is key to 
deciding the future of cit- 


yhood. 

“This is the biggest piece 
of the puzzle that needs to 
be solved,” Kaspari said. 

Madrone noted that af- 
ter all the studies are com- 
pleted, the decision to in- 
corporate would ultimately 
be made by the voters of 
McKinleyville. 

“Bottom line is, after all 
this information is gen- 
erated so we really have 
the factual information in 
front of everybody, it is 
going to still be up to the 
voters of McKinleyville on 
whether or not they want 
to or not want to incorpo- 
rate,” Madrone said. 

Also, as to the fear of 
taxes going up due to in- 
corporation, Madrone 
said that will be up to the 
voters. 

“Nobody raises your 
taxes,” Madrone - said. 
“The only way your taxes 
go up is if you, as the com- 
munity, vote to raise your 
taxes.” 

The McKMAC’s next 
meeting will be a joint 
meeting with the McKin- 
leyville Community Ser- 
vices District Board of 
Directors on Wednesday, 
Nov. 8 at 6 p.m.

In some cases, the micro- 
transit may take riders from 
their homes to a local bus 
stop, where they can link up 
with regular buses.

resentatives of California (RCRC) 
group. 

Bohn is the county’s rep and his 
reappointment would have other- 
wise been a sure thing, as he’s acted 
as the group’s chair and gained rec- 
ognition for his efforts. 

But it was not to be so simple. 
Supervisor Mike Wilson has been 
contacted by people who are dis- 
turbed that an auction basket rep- 
resenting Humboldt County includ- 
ed a firearm. 

“T have feelings about that, if it’s 
really the case that we’re promot- 


ing distribution of firearms as what 
seems to be an auction item,” he 
said. “As representation in this re- 
gard, it’s not a party favor, it’s not 
a door prize — it’s a firearm, it’s for 
the purposes of killing, of shooting 
people” 

He also called to attention “the 
context of an epidemic of mass 
shootings” and “to not know that 
that wouldn’t be controversial is 
hard for me to understand.” 

Bohn shrugged off the issue, 
sarcastically drawing equivalencies 
and highlighting his unquestion- 
able fundraising effectiveness. 


“God, I feel like a merchant of 
death,” he said, wondering wheth- 
er his auctioning of wine and liquor 
can be seen as “promoting alcohol- 
ism and drunk driving.” 

The handgun’s transfer via auc- 
tion was done in a “perfectly legal 
manner,” he continued, with a wait- 
ing period and background check 
required. 

Highlighting his fundraising ef- 
forts, Bohn said when he was RCRC 
chair there was one year in which 
$63,000 was raised for five local 
charities. 

He reminded that RCRC is a “ru- 
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ral counties group” representing 
places where guns are common- 
place. 

But Supervisors Natalie Arroyo 
and Steve Madrone agreed with 
Wilson and questioned the appro- 
priateness of auctioning off a gun in 
Humboldt County’s name. 

Bohn acknowledged that RCRC 
has a policy against including 
guns in auction baskets but said 
he complied with the group’s rules 
by personally administrating pos- 
session and transfer to the win- 
ning bidder. 

He suggested the issue is being 
brought up as a political tactic as he 
runs for re-election. Seconding Wil- 
son’s motion to replace him with 
Supervisor Michelle Bushnell as the 
RCRC rep, Bohn seemed poised to 
say something but a mental filter 
kicked in. 

“Tm not gonna say it, you guys, 
I’m just not gonna say it,” he said, 
leaving the self-censored statement 
to imagination. 

During a public comment ses- 
sion, two leaders in cannabis indus- 
try advocacy — Natalynne DeLapp 


and Craig Johnson — supported 
Bohn for his work on behalf of the 
county. 

Arcata resident Connie Stew- 
art, who is recognized as leader on 
addressing rural issues, credited 
Bohn’s commitment. “The whole 
rural broadband issue came be- 
cause Rex pushed RCRC,” she said. 
“Millions and millions and millions 
of dollars are going to rural coun- 
ties because of that.” 

Stewart, who was at the auction, 
said the gun wasn’t “the only fire- 
arm-related auction item that eve- 
ning,” as the bidding included “a 
squirrel shoot-out at a ranch.” 

As discussion progressed, Wil- 
son and Arroyo softened their 
stances and Madrone said he’d go 
with majority opinion. Bushnell, 
who is Bohn’s RCRC alternate, re- 
mained neutral. 

In the end, the board unani- 
mously voted to reappoint Bohn. 

The RCRC’s support for a bio- 
mass fuel project also figured into 
the discussion but supervisors 
agreed to take that issue up on its 
own, at a later date.

Enjoy holiday events like 2023 Holiday 
CRight now in Humboldt County deceptive 
ads, slick mailers and in-person presenta- 
tions are inundating seniors, attempting to 
lure them into Medicare Advantage (MA) 
plans. 

Once signed up, you are no longer in Medi- 
care. MA plans are run by private insurance 
expecting a 15 percent return on their invest- 
ment for overhead and profit. 

Some MA plans claim to be non-profit but 
don’t explain their overhead costs of 10 to 20 
percent. Traditional Medicare’s overhead is 2 
percent of their budget to cover administra- 
tive costs only — 98 percent goes directly for 
patient care. 

MA plans promise low or no premiums 
plus tempting perks, but sky-rocketing, out- 
of-pocket costs can make actual care inacces- 
sible for many seniors. Care and prescriptions 


Humboldt Growers slam 
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outside the plan networks come with barriers 
and big co-payments. 

Hospitals and physicians have discontin- 
ued their contracts with MA plans because of 
low MA reimbursements and frustration with 
MA requirements for pre-authorizations, 
excessive paperwork, delays and denials of 
treatment. 

Additionally egregious is the steady ero- 
sion of the Medicare trust fund. Fraudulently 
submitted bills have caused overpayments to 
MA costing taxpayers a minimum of $88 bil- 
lion/year. If continued, this abuse will spell 
the end of Medicare. 

Here’s one step forward to rein in MA 
abuses. U.S. Representatives Ro Khanna 
(CA-17), Mark Pocan (WI-02), and Jan Scha- 
kowsky (IL-09) are reintroducing the “Save 
Medicare Act (HR 732).” 

This bill prohibits private insurers from us- 
ing “Medicare” in plan titles or advertisements 
and imposes significant fines for any insurer 
that engages in this deceptive practice. 

As Rep. Pocan says, “Only Medicare is 
Medicare... These non-Medicare [Advantage] 
plans undermine traditional Medicare. They 
often leave patients without the benefits they 
need while overcharging the federal govern- 
ment for corporate profit. This bill... ensures 
[Medicare] will continue to serve seniors and 
other Americans for years to come.”

Public Safety non-Committee 


Arcata’s Public Safety Committee last met in 
April, with all their monthly meetings cancelled 
since then. And to top it off, both the Novem- 
ber and December meetings are already listed 
as cancelled. The city’s website lists three active 
committee members, along with four empty 
seats, with Lt. Bart Silvers as the city staff liaison. 

This committee was formed as a result of 
the Public Safety Committee Task Force Final 
Report that was presented to the Arcata City 
Council in March of 2018. “Upon hearing the 
Task Force’s recommendations, the Arcata 
City Council decided to create a Public Safety 
Committee to continue this important work.” 


According to the city’s website, the Public 
Safety Committee “provides a platform for 
the community to come together to gain un- 
derstanding of public safety concerns and rec- 
ommend actions the City can take to improve 
the quality of life in Arcata. The Public Safety 
Committee focuses on providing a public fo- 
rum for the city, the Arcata Police Department 
and community members to share public safe- 
ty concerns and identify potential solutions, 
and this committee will continue to explore 
topics surrounding police reform.” 

Listening to the audio (no video) from the 
Public Safety Committee’s last meeting on April 
26, 2023, there are no indications that their job 
was done or this committee was being disband- 
ed. The dashboard report for April included 
2,199 calls for service and 11 assaults. A com- 
munity member brought up issues connected 
with disrespectful drivers and dogs off leash. At 
the end of the meeting they also mentioned the 
need to recruit for empty seats and to reboot 
the committee once those seats were filled. 

When I recently noticed this long term in- 
activity of the Public Safety Committee, I sent 
a message to all of the Arcata City Council 
members and the city manager, asking what 
has happened, but no one has responded with 
an explanation. Given that Arcata’s Crime 
Graphics from October 1 through 26 showed 
13 assaults, 316 police incidents, 106 distur- 
bances, 107 traffic incidents, 33 animal calls, 
and eight vehicle thefts, there are still many 
concerns for public safety in Arcata. 

An outgoing committeemember men- 
tioned “There are still some outstanding 
questions that have to do with public safety.” 
But without the Public Safety Committee, 
there is no public forum for the community 
to bring up and discuss concerns and identify 
potential solutions related to public safety. 

Arcata still needs this Public Safety Com- 
mittee with dedicated members that can help 
make Arcata a safer place to live and visit. 
Hopefully the Arcata City Council, City Man- 
ager, and the Police Department are working 
diligently to reboot this vital committee.

The Humboldt Cannabis 
Reform Initiative claimed 
to “Support Small Farmers” 
while gutting the County’s 
cannabis ordinances 

Seven small cannabis farm- 
ers, along with the Humboldt 
County Growers Alliance, fhave 
iled suit in Humboldt County 
court on the grounds that sig- 
nature-gathering efforts for the 
Humboldt Cannabis Reform Ini- 
tiative — currently slated to ap- 
pear on the March 5, 2024 ballot 
— were based on a lie. 

“If the signature-gathering ef- 
forts for Measure A were truth- 
ful, this initiative never would 
have made it to the ballot,” said 
Natalyne DeLapp, HCGA’s exec- 
utive director. “Claiming to pro- 
tect small cannabis farmers and 
public participation, while in fact 
targeting small cannabis farmers 
with a panoply of new restric- 
tions and locking broken policy 
in place permanently, is exactly 
the subversion of the democrat- 
ic process that elections laws are 
designed to prevent.” 

Throughout 2022, signature 
gatherers approached Hum- 
boldt voters at farmers’ mar- 
kets, grocery stores, and fairs, 
asking voters to sign an initia- 
tive petition they said would 
“ensure greater public partic- 
ipation” and “support small- 
scale, high-quality cannabis cul- 
tivation.” 

The lawsuit documents how 
Measure A’s backers included 


materially false and misleading 
information that deceived vot- 
ers into believing the initiative 
was about restricting large-scale 
cultivation and failed to include 
the full text of the initiative as 
required by law. 

“The reality is that Measure 
A would be a disaster for public 
safety and the environment, fa- 
tally undermining the regulato- 
ry framework that was designed 
to end the harms of prohibition 
and the social and environmen- 
tal impacts of the Green Rush,” 
DeLapp continued. “When the 
proponents decided to write 
policy behind closed doors and 
ignore the input of law enforce- 
ment, environmental groups, 
farmers and regulators, the re- 
sult would always be chaos, not a 
functional program that protects 
county residents.” 

“Measure A would effectively 
repeal and replace 143 pages of 
county cannabis ordinances de- 
veloped over eight years of pub- 
lic deliberation, and yet none 
of this was disclosed to voters 
who were told they were simply 
‘protecting small farmers,” said 
Ross Gordon, HCGA’s policy 
director. “The Planning Depart- 
ment’s recent analysis of Mea- 
sure A has made it clear how 
dangerous this policy would be, 
but we never would have been in 
this position in the first place if 
the proponents had simply dis- 
closed the truth about what this 
initiative does.”

have to look at the calendar. 

I took a trip in mid-Sep- 
tember following a more northerly 
route to New England and back. 
The Colorado aspens were a blazing 
yellow against the conifers in the 
Rockies. Upstate New York offered 
a preview of a riot of color. 

Here at home, the leaves give a 
hint of color that litter lawns and 
sidewalks. I, intentionally, shuffle 
to hear the leaves crunch under my 
feet. 

Then, a few days ago, I heard 
it... a distant “yelp, yelp, yelp.” I 
scanned the skies to find a large 
skein of Aleutian geese. “Yes, it’s 
fall,” I proclaimed to myself. I 
guesstimated about 250 birds fly- 
ing in “V” formation. They came 
before our usual rain to munch on 
fresh grass in the fields. 

Climate change 
caused some earlier than 
usual rain and fog. How- 
ever, it has greened the 
grass to feed our north- 
ern avian friends. 

The rain has also 
meant that some natu- 
ral foraging can be dis- 
rupted. The usual crisp 
and dry seeds get damp, 
though berries and fruits 
are ripe for the taking. 

So, let’s fill those feed- 
ers and see who comes. 

I have an “All Weather” feed- 
er that is great against wind and 
rain. It truly keeps the seed dry and 
hold about five pounds of sunflow- 
er. However, it is one in which the 
birds have to learn to use. 

Juvenile birds line up but have 
no idea how to access the seed. 
They wait for an adult to feed. It 
takes several tries but finally the 
youngsters get the idea. They just 
“follow the leader.”

In my yard, the pine siskins are 
back in rather large numbers. They 
crowd out the house finches and get 
aggressive with the goldfinches. 

All the — goldfinches 
(male, female and juve- 
niles) are now in drab 
grayish green winter color. 

The white-crowned 
sparrows come for the mil- 
let on my platform feeder. 
With them come a good 
crop of immatures, sport- 
ing a dark banded crown. 
They will get the “white 
crown” in spring. 

My own chickens are 
molting and stopped lay- 
ing. Time for store bought 
eggs until March or April. 

As days get shorter and colder, 
I await the juncos, ruby-crowned 
kinglets, robins, chickadees, lesser 
goldfinches and various warblers. 

I plant natives for the birds. 
They come to harvest seeds of eve- 
ning primrose and dandelions plus 
berries from the fuchsia, Oregon 
grape, twinberry, and huckleber- 
ries. 

Hummers love my long-bloom- 
ing Mexican sage. My alders pro- 


vide lots of seeds and natural bugs. 
The birds consume both. 

Birds plant seeds for me. I do 
my best to eradicate ivy, cotoneas- 
ter and holly. They can forage those 
elsewhere! 

Fall and winter are times when 
I serve up homemade suet. Follow- 
ing is the recipe: 

1 part flour 

1 part peanut butter 

1 part lard 

3 to 4 parts cornmeal 

I just “eyeball” it and use the 
dough hook on my stand mixer. It 
should have the consistency of Play 
Dough. I make a big batch. The ex- 
cess can be stored in the fridge. It 
keeps! 

To serve, I re-use the square 
plastic tray from store bought suet. 
(Birds prefer this recipe!) Press the 
mixture into the tray and then slide 
it into a square suet basket and 
hang for the birds. 

A variety of warblers love it but 
must rush before the “Three Stoog- 
es” (starlings) come to gobble it up. 

Enjoy the fall, rainy or not. It is 
a great time of year for feathered 
visitors from the north.

Tempting Fate is full of climato- 
logical characters, from a tempestu- 
ous Harpy straight from the land of 
mythology bringing an ominous re- 
minder from the gods to a former Oil 
Executive, now a sustainable farmer 
at a Climate Changers Anonymous 
meeting, struggling with the difficul- 
ty of his new off the grid life in a yurt 
with a backed up compostable toilet. 

“The climate change debate is 
complex,” says Ross Travis, “and 
there are a lot of different perspec- 
tives and a lot of smoke and mirrors 


around the issue on all sides. As a 
bouffon, I do my best to have a neu- 
tral perspective and soak up as much 
as I can from all sides of the issue 
I’m making a show about. During 
my research and development pe- 
riod, I took a head first plunge into 
the issue, conducting interviews 
with experts, listening to podcasts, 
reading books and articles and 
watching documentaries and films 
about the issue. I try to become as 
much of an expert as I can. Then I 
find what games I see being played 
and who all the players are, who is 
complicit and in what ways, and I 
replay these games and scenarios 
for the audience through gratuitous 
ritual, song, and ecstatic play. I be- 
lieve a bouffon performance’s pow- 
erful combination of comedy and 
tragedy is an innovative way to fos- 
ter empathy, connection and action 
between those with diametrically 
opposed viewpoints on (in this case) 
climate change. My goal is to create 
satire that is not agitprop but gives 
weight to how complex an issue like 
climate change is. Bouffon is a vast 
and dynamic territory that spans all 
the way from broad comedy to gro- 
tesque tragedy. I believe in the ca- 
thartic and empathetic power of the 
form.”
